Reed would tackle and jibe his political 
adversaries with their inconsistency 
were disappointed. Only fifteen min- 
utes on a side were allowed for debate 
and Mr, Reed consumed that with an 
arraignment of the Democrats and 
good-naturedly distributed most of it to 
Democrats who desired to oppose the 
new rule and when his time was ex- 
hausted he jocularly asked for more

MORE SATISFACTORY. 


Britain’s Modifications of the Bering Sea Bill 
Remove Friction.

WASHINGTON, April 17.—The modi- 
fications which have been made in the 
British Bering Sea Bill have. robbed 
of. the-features which 
were most dbnogious to our govern- 
ment, and it is believed here that if 
the act is thoroughly administered 
there will be little opportunity for 
pelagic sealing in the closed zone. 

As it now stands, the result of the 
Paris arbitration having been published 
in the British Columbian newspapers 
last fall, it would be a difficult task 
for the owners and masters of any seal- 
ing craft to convince an impartial judge 
that they were not aware of the pro- 
visions af the award and unless they 
could establish such ignorance their 
vessels and cargoes are not IlIcnger 
free from forfeiture. The opportuni- 
ties to plead ignorance are expected ,to 
be very few, as it is reported the cus- 
toms officers at Victoria notified all of 
the Sealers clearing from that port 
since the beginning of the year of the 
provisions of the award and warned 
their masters of the danger of seizure.

The Weather Bureau Reports on the Week’s 
Conditions.

WASHINGTON, April 17. — The 
Weather Bureau in its report of the 
weather crop conditions for the week 
ending April 16 says: 

The week has been cooler than usual 
and generally unfavorable for farm 
work on the Atlantic Coast and in the 
Ohio Valley States, although .nore fa- 
vorable conditions prevailed in the Ohio 
Valley during the latter part of the 
week. 

The week was cool in the spring 
wheat sections and in the states on 
the Pacific Coast. Although the weather 
was cool in the Dakotas spring seeding 
is well advanced in South Dakota, 
where the ground is reported in excel- 
lent condition. It was slightly warmer 
than usual in the lake region and from 
the west Gulf Coast northward to the 
Missouri Valley. Although there has 
been an excess of temperature since 
March 1, in the districts east cf the 
Rockies, the seasons are somewhat re- 
tarded owing to the freeze which occ- 
curred during the latter part of March.

An official dispatch to the 
Brazilian legation here has been re- 
ceived saying the rebel warship Aquida- 
ban, formerly flagship of De Mello, has 
been sunk off Santa Catherina by Bra- 
zitian torpedo-boats. 

BUENOS AYRES, April 17.—(By Bra- 
zilian Cable. The remains of the Bra- 
gilian rebel fleet commanded by Ad- 
miral de Mello, which arrived in this 
port last night, are subject to ex- 
tensive exchanges of telegraph mes- 
sages between the authorities at this 
place and the Brazilian government 
through the Brazilian Minister here. 
The rebel ships are the Republica, Mel- 
erse, Iris, Uruna and Esperanza. They 
are in a very dilapidated condition, and 
the rebels on board suffering from sick- 
ness, wounds and lack of proper food. 
Advices from Rio de Janeiro state that 
amnesty will be granted the insurgent 
rank and file, and the Brazilian govern- 
ment will pay quarantine expenses of 
the ships if they surrender to the Bra- 
zilian Minister. The Argentine gov- 
ernment, with the consent of the rebel 
leaders, is now superintending the de- 
livery of five war vessels to the Bra- 
zilian Minister. 

President Péixotto’s government has 
notified the government of Uruguay 
that all, with the exception of the 
leaders, who may return to. Brazil, 
.need not fear being severely punished.

The Attorney-General Replies to the House 

Resolution.

WASHINGTON, April  17.—The 

“Speaker today laid before the House 

a letter from Atty.4Gen. Olney, reply- 


to the resolution, asking certain” 


information concerning the stafus of 
the Pacific road matters. The Attor- 
ney-General submits a copy of a let- 
ter from the special counsel of the gov- 
ernment, Hon. George Hoadley, who 
Says the Union Pacific Railroad has 
not been legaily affected by anything 
done in the action, wherein the re- 
ceivers of that railway have been ap- 
pointed, for the reason that the United 
States has not been made a party to 
such proceedings. 

Mr. Hoadiey says, that, although he 
has no special direction from the At- 
torney-General, yet he felt authorized 
to enter the appearance of the United 
States in any of the thirteen suits 
in Which receivers been appointed. 
The bearimg of the receivership upon 
ithe practical interests of the United 
States, he says, depends upon the char- 
acter of the receivers and the main- 
tenance of the property ky them in 
the highest condition which their earn- 
ings might permit. 

He notes the efforts made to secure 
control of the receivership in the inter- 
est of the government, and its final 
accomplishment by the concession on 
the part of the gentlemen having con- 
trol of the suits of which the receivers 
were appointed, of two additional re- 
ceivers nominated by the Attorney- 
General. For this purpose the Attor- 
ney-General selected John W. Doane 
and F. R. Coudert. Mr. Hoadley as- 
serts that even this has confirmed his 
opinion that S. H. H. Clark, president 
of the company, and Oliver W. Mink, 
vice-president and comptroller, while 
designated for the positions of receivers 
by the gentlemen not especially inter- 
ested in protecting the interests of the 
United States, are of such high capac- 
ity that their selection cannot be re- 
garded with anything but satisfaction. 
As to the question whether the receiv- 
ers in charge of the road’s affairs were 
not appointed on the suggestion of the 
officers and the directors thereof, Mr. 
Hoadley says he presumes Messrs. 
Clark and Mink were so appointed. 
Mr. Anderson was selected, he is in- 
formed and believes, at the instance 
of the officers and directors and other 
parties taken into counsel by them. 
Mr. Hoadley refers to the litigation 
pending before the appointment of the 
two additional receivers for the pur- 
pose of severing the Union Pacific, 
Denver ‘and Gulf Railroad from the 
Union Pacific by the appointment of 
separate receivers. He concludes that 
such proceedings seriously threatened 
the interests of the United States, and 
he directed his associates to unite in 
resisting it. : 

It further appears from Mr. Hoad- 
ley’s letters that he prepared a Dill in- 
corporating part at least of the addi- 
tional legislation necessary to protect 
the indebtedness due by the company 
to the United States. Many confer- 
ences have taken place between himself ; 
and the Committee of Reorganization 
selected by some of the parties repre- 
senting junior and other interests in 
the property and some of which‘ were 
participated in by the Attorney-Gen- 
eral. 

As yet,” he says, ‘‘we have not been 
‘able to agree upon legislation which 
seemed to the parties, yourself and me 
on the one side and the members of 
the reorganization,.. would be suitable 
to work out the desired results.”

Whatever leads to the deterioration 
Of self-respecting manhood is to be 


‘deplored, and on such grounds, as well 


fs many others, the honest and self- 
Fespecting portion of a community 
Naturally deplores the massing of men 
who demand public assistance as their 
Tight, and who, like the so-called ‘“‘in- 
dustrial army” at Colton, are willing 
Objects of a compelled charity, upon 
Which they have planted their de- 
pendence without just claims. The 
morality of men suffers under such 
conditions of stand-and-deliver assist- 
ance, which is forced from an over- 
burdened community. As the good 
and wise Bishop Brooks once very 
truly said: ‘“‘Not until you make men 
pelf-reliant, intelligent and fond of 
etruggle—fonder of struggle than of 
mere help, not till then have you re- 
lieved poverty.” 

Among this mass of deluded crea- 
tures, led by known pretenders, liars 
@nd swindlers, there are doubtless 
many good, honest workingmen, who 
would work if work could be had, but 
they have, unfortunately, associated 
themselves with a large contingent of 
the genus tramp and idler, who have 
entered this so-called ‘‘industrial army,”’ 
Which is gathering from all parts of 
the land, and whose chief aim in life 
is to live without work. The tramp 
and idler are not fond of struggle, un- 
less it be the struggle to keep clear'of 
ali earnest endeavor to become self- 
sustaining.

who made a league of his fellow-car- 
‘penters very sorry that they trusted 
him upon a certain occasion; and an- 
other warrior—an “adjutant” in the 
“army” at Colton—a foul-mouthed liar, 
and fraudulent 
debtor. 

There must be something vitally 
Wrong in the predominant make-up of 
“armies” whose ‘‘soldiers’’ are willing 
to follow the leadership of men like 
these. We may rest assured that the 
majority of these ‘‘armies’’ is not of 
the self-respecting class—men who are

A MALICIOUS ATTACK. 


About a month ago the Redlands Cit- 
rograph published a somewhat sensa- 
tional account of a discovery which it 


the Riverside Fruit Exchange was 
packing frozen fruit in wrappers bear- 
ing the name of Thacker Bros. The 
Same paper also published what it 
claimed to be an interview with Man- 
ager Perry of the exchange, a state- 
ment which that gentleman afterward 


waiting to.investigate the mat- 
ter or give the accused parties a hear- 
ing, and acting apparently entirely on 
the statements of the Citrograph, the 
Redlands Chamber of Commerce’ held 
a special meeting, passed a series of 
resolutions denouncing what it termed 
the “fraud” and ordered 400 extra cop- 
ies of the Citrograph to send broadcast 
over the country. The incident was 
also telegraphed to the press of this 
and other States and naturally gave 
rise to much unfavorable criticism of 
the methods of the exchange. _—_v 

In the Produce Trade Reporter of 
Chicago of April 7 Thacker Bros. enter 
a complete and emphatic denial of the 
charge which was made against them 
in the course of which they say: 

“If a purchaser of a carload of fruit 
wants to swindle the consumer, no 
exchange or dealer can prevent it as 
long as California growers insist 6n 
shipping frozen fruit. Why should it 
not be to more purpose for the Cali- 
fornia exchanges and papers to expend 
their efforts in preventing growers from 
marketing frozen fruit than to abuse 
and villify all d@mlers of fruit? The 
sooner the different localities in Califor- 
nia concede that each locality has good 
and bad fruit, the better it will be for 
the State. If Redlands fruit is better 
than Riverside, you can safely leave it 
to the purchaser to find it out, and you 
can depend upon it they will see that 
they get such fruit, and any other 
shipped, if not equal, will promptly 
meet rejection. ven Redlands fruit 
is not all equal; there are growers that 
take every care possible of their groves 
thus raising better fruit than one who 
neglects it.’’ 5 

Manager Perry also brands the ar- 
ticle in the Citrograph as a deliberately 
malicious falsehood, and said he had 
made no such statements as are cred- 
ited to him in that paper. He further 
states that the exchange has no con- 
tract with Thacker Bros. to pack infe- 
rior fruit. Also that they. never had a 
contract of any kind with another firm 
located in Minneapolis, which is also 
implicated in this affair by the Citro- 
graph. : 


It is evident that the auburn-haired | 


editor of the Citrograph, to-wit, Scipio 
Craig, the would-be ‘State Printer, has 
either gone off at half-cock and made 
an ass of himself, or else has: delfber- 
ately gone to work and‘ lied for the 
sake of creating a sensation, and, inci- 


dentally, selling a few hundred extra}. 


copies of his paper. In either case it is 
a discreditable piece of business: nor is 
the action of the Redlands Chamber of 
Commerce such as that body can afford 
to contemplate with any: degree of 
pride or satisfaction. They would do 
well to reverse it.

VIEWING THE RUINS, 


Many People at the Scene 
of the Explosion 


No Steps Taken to Clear Away— 
_the Debris. 


Investigation. Made by the Police 
Department. 


Grabowski Still Sticks to His Original Story— 
The Gas Theory the Only Reason- 
able Solution of the 
Mystery. 


The cause of the disastrous explosion 
which completely wrecked the prem- 


ises, Nos. 455, 457 and 459 South 
Spring street, on Monday sinight 
last, has .not yet been definitely 


determined in spite of the efforts 
of the police and fire depart- 
ments to ascertain it; and until the de- 
bris is cleared away the probability is 
that it will remain a mystery. Con- 
trary to expectation, no effort was 
made to do this yesterday, but it is un- 
derstood that steps will be taken to 
remove the wreckage today when some- 
thing whith will throw some light upon 
the affair may be developed. 

Detectives Auble and Hawley of the 
police force were detailed to make an 
investigation of the premises yesterday 
morning and spent several hours in 
rummaging abolit the debris, but at 
the conclusion of their search they 
were no wiser than before. 

Owing to the fact that Grabowski, 
the jéweler, according to his own state- 
ment, was in his store a few minutes 
before the explosion, and remained in 
the closet within fifty feet of the build- 
ing for three hours after it occurred, 
without knowing anything about it, 
suspicion naturally attached to him. 
There was, however, nothing to warrant 
his arrest in connection with the affair 
and no attempt therefore was made 
to detain him. At the request of De- 
tective Auble, however, he accompanied 
that officer to the District Attorney’s’ 
office; where he was closely questioned 
and his statement taken down by a 
stenographer. He~merely reiterated 
that which he had made to the Times 
reporter, who found him standing in 
front of the ruins at 3 o’clock yesterday 
morning, wich was published in yester- 
day’s Times. Upon investigation Detec- 
tive Auble subsequently found that Gra- 
bowski’s story, strange as it seemed, 
was confirmed in almost every detail 
by those who saw him after the ex- 
plesion, and there is no reason to dis- 
believe the remainder of his statement, 
except that it appears to be somewhat } 
unreasonable. 

All sorts of theories, wild and other- 
wise, are advanced to account for the 
explosion, some persons appearing to 
believe that it was caused by dynamite, 
nitro-glycerine, or giant powder. 

An examination of the wrecked prem- 
ises, however, will convince any rea- 
sonable person of the folly of these 
theories. In the first place the most 
casual observer cannot but see that the 
teridency of the explosion was upward 
and outward. This is evidenced by the 
fact that the flooring of the jewelry 
store is upheaved to such an @€Xtént 
that the ends of the planks are thrown 
up against the walls, while the entire 
front of the premises was blown: out 
into the stréet. It follows, therefore, 
that the explosion originated beneath 
the flooring of the store. 

That it was not due to any concrete 
explosive must be evident, for it is 
characteristic of these substances that 
the greater the resistance the greater 
the damage. If, therefore, any one of 
the three above mentioned had exploded 
the result would have been that not 
only the premises in which the explo- 


sion occurred, but also the adjacent: 


brick buildings would have been razed 
to the ground, and there would in all 
probability have been a hole in the 
ground, deeper than the foundations of 


the Tenth-street hotel. 


As stated in The Times yesterday 
morning the only plausible theory is 
that it was occasioned by a leakage 
of gas under the floor. That Grabowski 
failed to detect it is not unreasonable, 
when it is remembered that he was 
painting his fixtures,-and that it dia 
not explode while he was at work with 
a lamp burning can also be explained 
by the fact that under certain condi- 
tions gas is much more readily ex- 
ploded and with much greater force 
than is ordinarily the case. That there 
was an escape of gas for some time 
after the explosion was patent to many 
of those who visited the scene, and a 
Times reporter called the attention of 
Chief Moriarty of the fire department 
to that fact, when an effort was made

Charges the Union Pacific With Jobbing— 
Local Associations Must Stick— 
General, Local and Per- 
sonal Mention. 


Nothing seems more certain in rail- 
roading than that ‘there will be. no 
‘prolonged rate war on either freight 
or passenger business this season, says 
the Chicago Herald., Directors of all, 
or nearly all, the roads, urged on by 
their own wishes and those of prom- 
inent financial institutions, have iegis- 
lated rate wars out-of existence for a 
time at least. The presidents have 
been instructed by their boards of di- 
rectors, and, through the presidents, 
the traffic officials ‘have been instructed 
to. maintain rates at all hazards. It 
will ‘be a rash railroad management 
which adopts demoralizing tactics in 
these times. Careful figuring has 
shown there is enough traffic in sight 
to tide over present difficulties, if only 
the business is carfied at ithe full tar- 
iff ratés. The only danger of a real 
pinch is in a prolonged rate war. That 
would bring about, in the first place, 
a wholesaie reductiéh in pay-rolls, and, 
in.the second place; a demand on finan- 
cial institutions for loans. Ordinarily 
the demand: and even the cause, would 

e welcomed, but now it is the one 
thing financiers wish to avoid. They 
couid furnish whatever money is 
needed, but their profit therefrom Would 
fail far short of their losses in depre- 
ciated securities and passed divi- 
dehds. Railroads have passed their 
most tnoublous times, if rates are main- 
tained. The bugaboo of labor troubles 
bbe not threaten if there is no rate 

Financiers and boards of direétors 
have stepped into the breach just in 
time. Events of the past week -haye 
shown their power. .With every incen- 
tive to a breaking out of rate wars 
ail over the country, the exact opposite 

as been effected. Every road is tak- 


ng a personal interest in the mainte- 


nance of rates. It is within bounds 
to say there is less secret rate-cutting 
today than at any time since the 
passage of the interstate commerce act. 
NO one ‘believes this state of affairs 
will continue ‘indefinitely. Rate warts 
are inseparable from railroading, but 
no railroad official in Chicago believes 
there will be another war of moment 
for. several months. The impossible 
penaity of $10,000 for cutting Eastern 
passenger rates is é¢nough to bust that 
agreement, when once it is formed. 
But by the time the collapse comes 
the Eastern roads can stand it, where’ 
now they are réaping the benefit. of.

An Able Address Delivered by Maj. J. A. 
Donnell. 

* G.A.R. Hall was well filled last even- 
ing, to listen to an address by Maj. 
J. A. Donneli, on, ‘‘A History of Po- 
litical Legislation for the Past Ten 
Years.” He, began with the Chicago 
convention of 1884, and gave a hasty 
review of the campaign .of 1884, one 
o2 the most famous in ‘history. He re- 
viewed the infamous Mills bill, one of 
the most sectional and unjust meas- 
ures ever introduced in Congress.

Hatrison’s Secretary of the 
Treasury paid off tHe national debt 
at the rate of a hundred millions a 
year. The first year of Cleveland's ad- 
ministration the Democrats are endeav- 
oring to sel] bonds to carry on the 
government. ‘He contrasted the imbe- 
cility of the present Congress, with 
its ninety Democratic majority, with the 
Fifty-first Congress, when Tom Reed 
was Speaker. That Congress passed

‘Leader of the Women Agitators 
in Germany. 


ee 


gandists—Dr. Henriette Tiburtius 
Hirschfeld — A Noted

BERLIN, March 10.—(Special Corre- 
spondence.) A Berlin editor, speaking 
recently of the leaders in the move- 
ment ard feminine liberalism in 
Germany, let fall this remark: 

“The ladies mean well enough.: But 
the only one who knows clearly what 
she wants, and sets about getting it in 
@ practical, common-sense fashion, is 
Helene Lange.’’ 7 

There is in this remark injustice 
to German women, but the rough trib- 
ute shows the respect in which even 
her opponents hold the woman who is 
the head of the woman’s movement in 
Germany, and whose name is well 
known to many Americans. 

.. Helene Lange undoubtedly possesses 

a well-defined aim and an ability to 
seize and utilize every opportunity, and 
she is the center about which German 
women agitators gather. 

Fraulein Lange’s work is easily di 
rected toward a fundamental reform— 
first, to gain the advantages of higher 
education for all German, women, and 
second, to have the entire charge of 
the mental training of girls placed in 
the hands of women teachers, 

Until recently it has not been posstble 
for female teachers to obtain on Ger- 
man territory an education that should 
fit them for more than the merest 
elementary work in teaching. Even 
now the opportunities offered to fe- 
male teachers are the gift of private in- 
dividuals. The State has done nothing. 

As a natural consequence, the gov- 
ernment schools for girls are entirely 
in the control of male teachers, except 
for the primary classes. The private 
schools alone furnish employment to 


| woman ‘teachers who have exiled them- 


selves to obtain the proper education 
for the position. 

To gain for German women on their 
own soil the proper qualifications to 
conduct the education of their own sex 
is the object for which Helene Lange is 
working. She believes that thus she 
goes to the heart of the matter. She 
believes thata practical education, de- 
veloping every side of a girl’s nature, 
will produce in time a generation of 
German women who will find no diffi- 
culty in assuming a high position in 
the world. “‘But,’’ says Fraulein Lange, 
“it is an absolute necessity that this 
education be conducted by women! A 
woman alone can understand the char- 
acter of a growing girl sufficiently to 
develop it at all points. If they can 
imbibe their knowledge from women, 
there is no danger of any amount of, it 
making our girls unwomanly!""' 

Fraulein Lange first came into public 
notice by presenting a petition to the 
government in 1887, accompanied by a 
pamphlet setting forth the necessity 
of the gift asked—the improvement of. 
the -system”’ of education in _ girls’ 
school§,,and the appointment of women 
teachers. The petition was refused but 
the ,fearless pamphlet was the sensa- 


became ..famous beyond the limits of 
Germany. 

Undaunted by the governmental bluff 
she utilized her popularity to engage 
private generosity in her work, and in 
1889 she instituted the ‘‘Realkurse,” a 
series of lectures to prepare women for 
‘university study. This enterprise en- 
larges every year, and Fraulein Lange’s 
management proves her a capital busi- 
ness women. She is president of the 
General Association of German Women 
Teachers, and member of many so0- 
cieties with the same ‘object in view. 
Her latest public act was the making 
out and distribution of anotner peti- 
tion, handed in recently, for the pres- 
ence of women teachers at the confer- 
ence to be held on the subject of the 
needed improvement in girls’ schools. 

Personally Helene Lange would at- 
tract attention anywhere. Her stately 
figure, calm, handsome face, and per- 
fect repose of manner produce an im- 
pression de@pened by her brilliant con- 
versation. 

A woman lives in Baden, whose writ- 


Fraulein. Lange’s effort. Frau Marie 
Loeper-Houselle. Frau Loeper-Houselle 
is one of the chief organizers of the 
Teachers’ Association. She founded, 
and has for years successfully edited 
& magazine devoted wholly to the in- 
terests of women teachers. In the 
in innumerable pamphlets, 
and in lectures she has worked for 
years among her fellow-teachers’ to 
arouse and encourage them to a sense 
of the larger education and the better 
positions they had a. right to “demand 
She is particularly 
active in the endeavor to obtain for 
women complete charge of all 
classes in the public schools for girls, 
more especially for those frequented 
by the poorer classes of the popula- 
tion. She claims that it is exactly these 
girls who most need womanly influence 
in school, their own mothers having 
so little time to devote to the train- 
ing of their daughters. 

This extreme movement on the part 
of Fraulein Lange and her coadjutor 
is a very natural one when it is con- 
sidered that many German men feel 
that education of women will endanger 
“the home,’ and tend toward ‘“un- 
womanliness.” 

Frau Louise Otto-Peters comes third 
on my list, instead of taking the fore- 
most place, which should have been 
hers in view of her position as pioneer 
in the movement for the advancement 
of her sex. She lifted the banner of 
freedom and equal rights for women 
at a time when such a deed required 
great personal courage. . At 24, after 


| having lost both parents and fiancee by 


death, Louise Otto started out as an 
authoress. The intellectual life of Ger- 
many at that period (1840-1850) was fer- 
menting and simmering with new and 
stirring ideas, and with the audacity 
of youth the girl dedicated her pen to 
the service of freedom. Historical 
novels, essays, criticisms, poems fol- 
lowed one another in quick succession, 


all breathing the modern § spirit of 
freedom. pf individual thought and 
act

cal opinions. 

A correspondence with the socialistic

With 
her sister-in-law, Dr. Franziska Tibur- 
tius, Frau Dr. Tiburtius has been un- 
ceasing in her efforts to gain the oppor- 
tunity for German female physicians to 
study in their own country. They have 
worked hard for the establishment of 
clinics and female wards in the hospi- 
tals. They are foremost in all move- 
ments for the alleviation of the con- 
dition of their own sex among the 
poor. . 

In her.own professional work Dr. 
Tiburtius Has encountered much ill- 
natured and ignorant opposition among 
patients as well as among the fellow- 
dentists whose jealously-guarded field 
she had invaded. Nevertheless she 
has now as good a practice as any 
dentist in the city. . 

Dr. Tiburtius is particularly ready 
to advise or assist any woman propos- 
ing to study medicine, pointing out the 
large field for women in medical work 
among their own sex. =u 

There is another group of women, 
who work on totally different lines, 
but with the intention of accomplish- 
ing good things for their own sex. 

These are the women of the Social- 
Democratic’ party. I here only men- 
tion two, each representative in her 


way. 

Frau Natalie Liebknecht, wife of the 
celebrated leader of the Social-Deo- 
cratic party, does not appear in public 
in any way. She keeps herself in the 
background as much as possible. But 
her work for the party is constant 
and of widespread influence. | 

She is her husband’s chief secretary, 
and his assistant in his editorial and 
parliamentary work. She is the chief 
translator of English socialistic works. 
She ‘writes original articles in that 
Hine. All the thousand and one daily 
calls upon the time of a popular polit- 
ical leader, the real as well as fictitious 
cases of need and suffering, the can- 
vassers, the hangers on of the party— 
all these people are met and treated 
with by Frau Liebknecht, not one pen- 
etrating to her husband’s sanctum 
until she has judged the merits of the 
demand. She conducts a large amount 
of the political correspondence and has 
a wide circle of work among laboring 
women. 

Yet she performs all the duties 
which fall to a mother who has a 
household of five sons. She holds 
that no enthusiasm for a public cause, 
however great, should induce a woman 
to neglect her home duties. 

Clara Zetkin is the public worker of 
the Social-Democratic party, the leader 
in the interest of the working woman. 
She, is the editor of that fiery little 
uality, written’ for and to 
working women all over’ the world. 

While she is the advocate of all the 
ideas of the Social-Democratic party, 
she specially champions that part of 
the creed which refuses to recognize 
a ‘“woman’s question” as such, believ- 
ing that the general social revolution 
holds in itself the solution of this prob- 
lem, as well as others. 

Therefore. Frau Zetkin has small 
sympathy with the work of the women 
with whom I thave associated her here. 
She considers their efforts useless. She 
holds that they do not see matters 
from the correct point of view. She 
claims that they work merely in the 
interests of their own class, and leave 
unmcared for the great majority of the 
of the proletariat. 
Frau Zetkin is a clever business 
waman: She runs her journal with 
great success, and iff the tone of. its 


pages seems at times a trifle anarchis- 


tically-vermilion, it must be remem- 
bered that it is addressed to a class of. 
readers for whom fine distinctions are 
unintelligibie. Frau Zetkin writes as 
a woman to a woman. She encourages 
her readers to organize, to fight for 
their rights in every way, but at the 
same time she fmpresses it upon them
